CABLE TO THE CHICAGO 
LONDON, Nov. 1—The quarterly. state- 
ment of the Palestine exploration fund has 
@ paper by Prof. McAlister which marks 
almost a new departure in Palestine arch- 
sology. It describes excavations at Tel-el- 


_Jexari, on the right of the road from Jaffa to, 


Jerusalem. The site waa identified as Gezer, 
the Canaanite city, the king and people of 
which were slain by Joshua. 

The excavation revealed four series of 
ancient walle and four layers of strata which, 
putting aside the buildings of later date, 
mark the site of the city as occupied by four 
different sets of inhabitants. 

The first and second layers were not always 
distinguishable. There were three unhewn 
monoliths fourteen feet high. with smaller 
ones between, and under an adjoining pave- 
ment were found jars containing the charred 
bones of infants, which would seem to indi- 
cate that it was a place of sacrifice where 
children paseed through the fire to some 
predecessor of Moloch. 


Human Bones in Two Caves. 


Two caves were discovered. One, dating 

from the first or second city, wag 10z8 yards 
and was covered with a layer sometimes a 
foot deep of human ashes and bones, whic? 
often had been imperfectly consumed. Prof. 
MacAlister believes that the cave itself was 
a@ crematory and that a leter race, probably 
that of the third city, used it fof the inhu- 
mation of bodies, which were deposited in a 
crouching posture all over the floor. 
The other cave, which was bell shaped, 
had been used as a cist by the occtipants 
of the fourth and iatest city, but it con- 
tained six skeletons. Five persons had been 
buried. The sixth was the upper half of a 
girl, who had been cut in two, indicating 
that she had been a human sacrifice. This 
idea was confirmed by the finding of the de- 
capitated heads of two girls of about the 
same age at the mouth of the cave. 


Race an Ancient One. ; 
‘The bones and the pottery relics discov- 
ered make it poseible to asaign historical po- 
sitions to the successive occupants of the 
city. The older race was slender and short, 
none exceeding sixty-seven inches, and most 
of them only sixty-four inches in height. 
The skulle were thiek and heavy and resem- 
bie those of the earliest occupants of Bu- 
rope in the Neolithic age. They were cer- 
tainky a pre-Semitic race.

city show that they were taller, the average 


height being sixty-elx inches, while some 
of them reached seventy-one. They were

They probably velonged to the earliest 
wave of Semitic immigration—that is, the 
primitive Amorites.

Experiments Made While Cross- 
ing the Atlantic Satisfactory - 
| in Every Respect. 


Sydney, N. Nov. 
fam Marconi, the man who: made wireless 
telegraphy practical, tonight gave some in- 
formation regarding his work on board the 
Carlo Alberto, the Halian warship on which 
he arrived yesterday, and also discussed his 
pians for the future. The inventor was seen 
at his station at Table Head, where for the 
next two weeks he will devote his time to 
installing new apparatus, and in establish- 
ing communication between this station and 
the, Carlo Alberto, and, he hopes, between 
Table Head and Cornwall. The station at 
Table Head is situated on a high cliff 
sixty feet from the waters of the Atlantic 


f ‘and it was on the cliff that Marconi wam 


met. During the afternoon the inventor had. 
superintended the shipment of his new in- 
struments to Table Head and had inspected 
the station. In answer to a question Mr. 
Marconi said: 

“There was really nothing of importance 
on the voyage. I conducted experiments all 
the way across and was met by good results, 
especially in transmitting and receiving 
messages between the cruiser and Poldhu. 


. Talks Over 200 Miles at Sea. 
_“ We were in constant communication with 
the station for about 200 miles, which was 
as far as the strength of the instruments 
Ds board the warship would send. Messages 
had been received at a greater 
tance, however.”

Wisconsin Makes Grand Rally and 


*\Holds' Fast Opponents Down

. Twenty) years from now, when present un- 


dergtaduates are honored alumni, they will 
shake their heads: and say to ‘the’ football 
candidates, of those days: “ Yes, young- 
sters, but you should have seen that great 
game of 1902, when the best team that ever 
wore the maize and blue beat Wisconsin on 
Marshall field by a score of 6 to 0. ‘They 
don’t have teams like those now.”’ 

It. was the greatest football ganie ever 

played in. the west,’ viewed by the greatest 
crowd—20,000—and singularly free from the 
fluke element which gives the losers a long 
series of “ ifs " to advance. The better team 
won, and 12 to 0 would better represent the 
relative strength of the two great elevens 
were: Wisconsin's wonderful grit.and cour- 
age left out of'the calculation. 

Michigan showed the most powerful and 
concerted attack ever seén in western foot- 
ball. Few of.the immense crowd which saw 
Michigan sweep aside the Wisconsin for- 
wards in the first ten minutes of play fora 
steady mArch to a touchdown nearly eighty 
yards away knew that they were witnessing 
the acme of modern attack. But the foot- . 
ball. critics and galaxy of western coaches, 
drawn from far and wide to see the battle 
of. gridiron giants, marveled at the perfet- 
tion ‘of unified effort which Yost had taught 
and his pupils so ably catried out.

“@wenty thousand football enthusiasts 
gacked witliin the narrow-limits of Mar- 
shall field are more than the Mmiteé details

periences of yesterday Pinkertons will be 
used to police the field. 

Twenty thousand people at Washington 
park on Derby day “would seem & small 
erewad. Twenty thotisand. people stacked 
tier on tier around a football field seems 
monstrous. Within the confined space the 
spectators fairly fought with the police and 
with substitutes of both teams in an effort 
to invade the field itself. 

This 20,000 does not include hundreds who 
hung. seemingly to a few inches of space, on 
house tops and cornices on three sides of the 
inclosere. Wovyld you sit for three hours 
with your feet braced against the gutter of 
a five etory houge and your back resting 
against the sloping tiled roof just to see a 


football game? . Well, 100 people did yester- 


day. Several hundred stood on @ preeariou 
footing on the narrow tops of the houses an 
hung to chimneys. 


Fail to Hear Stand Fall. 

Of this 20,000 probably half were she 
all the time. It was a volume of noise h 
to appreciate inside the field. It may be 
estimated when. the fact is known that a4 
grand stand with its hundreds of spectators 
collapsed and patrol wagons were busy car- 
rying away the injured, and people sittin 
within sixty feet of the broken structure d 
not know that an accident had 
until after the game. 

In the uproar of the game the crash of 
broken timbers was scarcely distinguisha- 
ble, and the broken fence which let the crowd 
out on the field seemed a sufficient cauge. for 
‘this small noise. 

When Michigan yelled from the east stands 
Wisconsin answered from thé west. On one 
side wag the Michigan band, on the other the 
Wisconsin. One never strayed from the air, 
Phere li Be a Hot Time.” The other re- 
lentiessly pumped? out “Ain't.

“ Cheernieisters Rouse Rooters. 


‘In the middie of the east stand, down in’

The Greeks who left the exqui- 
site cultivation of Athens, Corinth, and 
Miletus and founded new cities in Sicily and 
Italy seem to have been in a similar posi- 
tion to that which is occupied by the men 
who have left London, Paris, and Berlin 
to subdue the, American continent. The 
Sicilian and Italian Greeks were said by the 
Athenians, Corinthians, and Milesians to 
be gorgeously rich, glaringly ostentatious, 
and hopelessly vulgar. Their dinners es- 
pecially were the subject of ridicule. They 
had everything that sea and land could pro-_ 
duce, heaped together indiscriminately in 
total disregard, or, rather, in flat defiance, 
of the laws of good taste. If this is a deadly 
parallel, Miss Corelli may make the most 
of it. | 

The Romans.who succeeded the Sicilian 
ane Italian Greeks did not escape their difti- 
culties. The Roman nouveaux riches are 


Horace, Juvenal, -Petronius. . The 
wealthy freedmen of the empire are not al- 
together unlike certain mining millionaires 
of today, and in both cases the literary ob- 
server has a position of unfair advantage. 
While sesterces and dollars melt away, 
words and phrases ‘go on sounding. and 
siinging as long as. civilization lasts. “Pity 
the nouveagx riches.

America 
is newer than any other continent. It has 
more newly rich men.

‘Mr. Stead in his book profanely entitled 


“I: Christ Were to Come to Chicago ” im- 
agined a number of things which might or 
wight not happen in an event not likely to 
occur. From that day until now nothing 
sy grotesque has appeared as the conjecture 
as to what might happen if President Roose- 
velt were a citizén of Chicago and were to 
be called upon to vote in Madden’s or Lor- 
imer’s district.

if they object to him. But there is no 
more reason why they should cross the line 
of Forty-third street and mix in an elec- 
tion. in the First congressional district than 
there is for them’to go to the north side and 
oppose Foss or Boutell, or to Oak Park and 
try to get up an “ indignation” meeting 
against Lorimer. The whole anti-Madden 
movement is a fiasco and a fraud. 2 
_ “If President Roosevelt were to come to 
Chicago ” he could not vote for both Mad- 
den and Lorimer.

OUR FRIEND, MR. HONORE. 

The closing days of the local campaign 
have , been tinéxpectedly ‘enlivened, by the 
‘entrance of Mr. Lockwood Honoré into the 
political arena: Mr. Honoré lias been’ cor- 
rectly described by the cartoonist of Tue 
Trisune’as a “nice young fellow.” No- 
body has anything to say against him or 
cherishes the slightest ill will towards him 
personally on ‘account of anything he has 
done or has omitted to do in politics or in 
‘the practice of his profession, He is held 
to be a pretty good lawyer, and even better 
than that is the reputation he enjoys of 
being a gentleman and 4 man of honor. — 

It seems to Tue Trisune that Mr. Honoré 
is, politically speaking, lacking in experi- 
ence, He apparently expects a number of 
republican votes to be cast for him. Yet 
the grounds upon which any republican can 
justi@y himself in voting for Mr. Honoré 
for congress have not been stated by him 
or anybody speaking for him. 

It is well enough to be “ independent ” in 
municipal campaigns. “The flowers that 
bloom over the party wall,” as Mr. Gar- 
field so beautifully said, are among the most 
fragrant blossoms that can be gathered. In 
local politics a democratic candidate is often 
as good as a republican candidate. Some- 
times he is better. But in national politics 
no republican can justify himself in voting 
for a democrat if he wishes to have the 
principles and policies of his own party re- 
spected and enforced. Now, Mr. Lockwood 
Honoré is not only a democrat but a demo- 
erat “ after the straitest sect.”” Heisa rock 
ribbed, old time Bourbon, “ Johnny Reb,” 
Kentucky democrat. . He would subscribe 
to the pringiples of the Virginia and Ken- 
tucky resolutions at the present moment. 
He is not in sympathy with President Roose- 
velt or the members of his administration 
in a single item of their political creed. He 
is a free trader, an “ anti-imperialist,”-a 
state sovereignty man, and although he'is 
actually the legal representative of im- 


large combinations of capital and great in- 
dustrial enterprises. Any republican who 
votes for Mr. Honoré under the circum- 
stances must for the time being cease to be a 
republican. He must become a democrat 
when he supports as stanch a democrat as 
Mr. Honoré is for election to congress. Mr. 
Honoré, if elected, will be found voting with 
the democrats in the house as consistently as 
Mr. George B. McClellan does, for example, 
or Mr. Richardson of Tennessee, or any other 
stiff party man who cay see no good in any 
republican doctrine or any policy that has 
the approval! of a republican administration. 

So far as Mr. Honoré’s attacks upon Mr. 
Boutell are concerned he has been unfor- 
tunate. In thé case of the Porto Rican is- 
sue Mr. Honoré himself was compelled to 
admit at the great Auditorium meeting that 
it was “dead.” To attack Mr. Boutell for 
his vote in regard to the Porto Rican bill 
was to-find fault with him for being a repub- 
lican, and, moreover, te resurrect a question 
that has been adjudicated, and which was 
almost forgotten before Mr. Honoré came> 
into active political life.

NONRESISTANCE AD ABSURDUM. 

The Russian Doukhobors, who are now 
doing a religious promenade through a part 
of Canada, are said to hold strongly to two 
doctrines which may be compressed, at some 
risk of inadequate interpretation, into the 
two phrases, “ nonresistance”’ and “ inner 
light.” It was because of the doctrine of 
“ nonresistance ’’ that the Doukhobors gave 
up eating meat and finally freed their cat- 
tle. If resistance was wrong, how much 
more so was aggression! If aggression 
against men was wrong, why was not ag- 
gression against cattle equally or at least 
comparably wrong? Noone must be coerced 
into doing anything which he does not want 
to do. One might almost think that the 
Doukhobors were a particularly fanatical 
sect of kindergartners. Consequently, to 
force a cow to give milk or a horse to draw 
a wagon was to he ghilty of aggression 
against a fellow creature and was a viola-’ 
tion of the doctrine of “ nonresistance.”’ 

The doctrine of the “ inner light’ is sim- 
ply the converse of the doctrine of “ nonre- 
sistance.” “‘ Nonresistance”’ is objective. 
‘The “ inner light ” is subjective. Each per- 
son is to be guided not by force but by his 
own consciousness of right and of wrong. 
The reason why you must not coerce any- 
body is because in doing so you deny the 
right which that anybody has to follow the 
guidance of the light that isin him. It be- 
comes clear, therefore, that the two, doc- 
trines of “ nonresistance * and the “ inner 
light’ are nothing but two phases of the 
same supposed truth. The person who be- 
lieves fully in the “inner light” must of 
necessity be a “ nonresistant.” There is no 
escape for him. He must grant other people 
the same liberties which he claims for him- 
self. To use the “ inner light ” as one’s own 
sufficient guide and then to assume that 
other people cannot use their “ inner light ”: 
in thesame way is inconsistent. The “ non- 
resistant,” therefore, frequently becomes the 
most beatific kind of anarchist. He wants 
no machinery of goverhment. The dictates 
of the individual soul ar&enough. 

“When the sheriff hangs a man,” said 
Mr. Ferguson, the author of the “ Religion 
of Democracy,” “ he ought net to do it be- 
cause there is a document which tells him 
to do it. He ought to do it because under 
the circumstances it is the best thing todo.”

The greatest problem 
in the world is thus brought before us once 
more. How shall we give scope to the in- 
dividual and at the same time escape chaos? 
The Doukhobors are making a most unsatis- 
factory reply to this question. Their service 
to humanity will consist more in suggesting 
than in concluding. Their confidence in the 
divine forces of the human sou) will not be 
shared either by those persons who believe 
in our heritage from Adam or by those who 
as a matter not.of theology, but of experi- 
ence, think that they have detected in human 
nature a certain consciousness of self-inter- 
est. Most of us would hate to trust to the 
divine forces in the soul of the man who lives 
next door. ;

At one moment—it was shortly after his 
accession to the throne—he was much 
against it. Indeed, he came out flatfooted 
against the monocle as part and parcel of 
the military equipment of an officer, and 
ordered under arrest a number of young 
' officers whom he had met in the streets of 
Berlin with their glasses screwed in their 
eyes. He at that time declared that if of- 
fieers were short sighted they could wear 
spectaciés or the “ pince-nez,” but thet the 
monocie was nothing more than a ridiculous 
affect n, utterances which aroused a. 
good Geal of comment, as his brother-in-law, 
Prinee Frederick id, was accustomed 
to use @ glass of this kind. 


Lerd Kitchener's disapproval of the mon- 
ocie remains to this day equality pronounced, 
and during the course of the recent war in 
South Africa he sent down from the front 
quite a number of officers, declaring he had 
no use for men whose eyesight was so bad 
that they could not see without the help of a 
monecie. Yet there have been some gal- 
lant and useful officers entirely dependent 
thereon, and I recall in particutar poor Maj. 
Morton Legge of the Tenth Hussars, who 
was killed in action with the Boers in south 
Africa. He was terribly short sighted, and 
in fact, peffectly helplese without his mon- 
ocle. When a few years previously he went 
down from Londen to Windsor to receive 
the distinguished service order for his brav- 
ery in the Soudan, he dropped his eyeglass 
on entering the throne room. Too nervous 
to hunt for it, he approached the late queen 
without it, although aware that he could 
not see properly unless it were in its place. 
Trusting to buck, he knelt down before the 
queen, and extended his arm in the usual! 


it was his duty to kiss. But when he as. 
tempted to kiss the royal hand he found 
himself two paces short, and was obliged 
push hiniself along on his knees, an pete 
far more trying than the piece of gallantry 
for which he was being decorated. 

Monocles are comparatively rare among the 
royal personages of the old world. King 
William of Wiirtemberg used to wear one 
for @ time, both prior and subsequent te 
his accession to the throne, and in his 
younger days, when he was a smart and 
dashing cavalry officer, it added to the 
“ schneidigkeit or smartness of his ap 
pearance. But he has given up the practic 
and now contents himself with gold rimm 
double eye glasses when reading or writing, 
King Edward, in spite of all reports to the 
contrary, has never worn a monocle, but is 
now compeltied to depend upon eye glasses 
for reading and writing. His mother, Queens 
Victoria, as everybody knows, wore 
throughout the latter part of her life, good 
old-fashioned spectacles, which rather added 
to her grandmotherly appearance. 
' But a monoce is worn by the king's 


mark. She carries it in her eye withou} 
the slightest distortion of her face, and, in 
conjunction with her piquant style of come 
liness, it looks knowing and dashing. 

The duke of Orleans and Prince Frederick 
Charles of Prussia are among the rare wear- 
ers of the single eyeglass, while another Bu- 
ropean prince of the blood who used to wear it 
was the late Grandduke'Constantine of Rus- 
sia, brother of the late czar and father of the 
queen of Greece. He ysed to wear his glass 
dangling at the end of an exceedingly thin 
elastic cord, and whenever he fell into the 
hands of one of those prosy old bores

‘ imperceptible twitch, which would send the 


giass shooting upward right into its place 
in his eye. He merely elevated his eyebrow

This. peculiar little maneuver, whieh I 
have never seen practiced by any one else, 
invariably had the resukt of causing the 
person speaking to the grandduke to stop 
short in the middle of his sentence and to 
lose entirely the thread of his discourse. 
Not having noticed the little twitch given to 
the cord, he was unable to account for the 
singular way in which the glass jumped 
up, right into the grandduke’s eye, and 
the cool and unconcerned manner in which 
his imperial highness received it had ordi+ 
narily the effect of completing the upset of 
his interlocutor’s equanimity.

So that, in reality, we are thus causing microbes that are capable of pro- 
ducing disease to fight their own kith and kin, with results eminently satis- 
to ourselves. 


It is work of this kind which we may hope has been accomplished for 


the cure of searlet fever. That expectation is justified as a mere hope by 
what we know of the success attending other instances of serum treatment. 
We have serums now in use for the cure of diphtheria, typhoid fever, 
cholera, lockjaw, and plagre. That for diphtheria has had a long and 
extensive trial both in hospitals ahd im private practice. The results have 
been most gratifying.

Kindness .is tle proper discipline to -use..

The result-of your ex- 
perifment will depend largely upon chance, 
inasmuch as some crows are born talkers.

fest Like Other Boys. 


Mr. Carnegie relates a droll incident of 
this part of his life. He was standing one 
day with a ‘group of other telegraph boys at 
the corner “of a street, when there ap- 
proached, in all the glory of a clean white 
shirt, the beau of the office. He was a boy 
some years older than Carnegie and was 
prone to give himself airs on account of his 
supposed attractiveness to the girls of the 
neighborhood. Some of these girls hap- 
pened to be in sight, and the young fellow 
threw out his chest like a bantam end 
strutted along, reveling in the beauty of his 
immaculate shirt, which he eahibited down 
to the waist. ‘' Watch me take him down,” 
said young Carnegie to his companions 
As the young fellow was about to pass the 
group with a nod Carnegie darted out, and, 
seizing the offending shirt just above the 
belt, gave it a smart and’ pulled the 
lower part of it into view. The young girls 
took flight in alarm; and the boy, doubling 
over with mortification aid perhaps a 
desire to replace the garment, gaye his tor- 


- mentor a chanca to escapé, of which he was 


not slow to avail. himself. Which proves 
that young Andy Carnegie was just like any 
other boy of his years—ea fact not easy to 
remember when we only see him standing 
upon a golden pyramid high above his fel- 
lows,: with. a yellow aureole about his head 
and metallic refulgence giinting from 
every part of: him. 

In thie rough school ace 
quired so much wisdom that he came to de- 
spise more regular educational methods, and. 
learned to fegard university graduates with 
a tolerant contempt. His hasty general- 
ization seemed in part justified; for more 
than one of these early companions came in 
after years to occupy positions of promi- 
nence. This was especially noticeable among 
those who were of Scottish descent, such as 
David McCargo and Robert Pitcairn. But 
others stayed “ put’ in a way that be- 
tokened little ambition. In.after . years, 
when traveling with a party of friends in his 
private car, Mr. Carnegie stopped at a small 
station in Canada, where, in default of a 
telegraph operator, he had to send a mes- 
sage with his own hands. “ Who is that?’ 
queried the receiving operator. “I know 


that hand. I used to hear it years ago.” 


So it was. While Carnegie had been climb-— 


Ing to-a golden eminence, the unambitious 


clerk had stuck to his instruments, growing 
old in the harness of his youth, and ticking 
éut the monotonous messages of other 
people. 

The foundations of a great fortune were 
laid when Col, Scott ‘took the Scotch boy 
inte his office, though neither suspected it. 
Young Carnegie received $35 a month for 
his services. Col. Scott himseif*got as 
much ae $125, a fabulous sum, as it seemed — 


to hie ateistant. Even some years later, | 


twelve hundred a year seemed an almost 
inaccessible figure to young Carnegie. | But 
fortune and a thoughtful employer were

‘the milifonaire describes his sensatioh on 
receiving the first check for the dividend: — 
“IT can see it now,” said Mr. Carnegie, re- 
‘galling the incident. “I well remember the 


signature of ‘J. C, Babcock, Cashier,’ who 


wrote a big ‘John Hancock’ hand. The 
hext day being Sunday, we boys—myself 
and my ever constant companions—took our 
usual Sunday stroll in the country, and, sit- 
ting down in the woods, I showed them the 
“check, saying, ‘Eureka! We have found it.’ 
Here was something new to all of us, for 
none of us had ever received anything but 
from toil. A return from capital was some- 
thing new and strange. How money could 
make money; how without any attention 
from me this mysterious golden visitor 
should come, led to much speculation upon 
the part of the young fellows, and I was for 
the first time hailed as a capitalist.” | 

/It is Interesting to note that it was not 
Andrew Carnegie’a mother who was thus 
*hailed as a capitalist.” She had mort- 
gaged. her home to provide funds for the 
enterprise, but that was a mere detail; and 
her son, with his urgent instinct for leader- 
ship in communal enterprises, promptly ac- 
cepted the acclamations of his comrades. 
Th characteristic has been pronounced 
throughout life, and more than any other 
trait accounts for the great prominence he 
has won. It also explains why. so little is 
ever heard about his brother Tom or Harry 
Phipps. 


First Investment. 
| The next piece of luck, likewise assisted by 
the ever friendly Col. Scott, brought young 
Carnegie a fortune beyond his wildest 
dreams. One day, while traveling on his 
own division of the line, Mr. egie was 
accosted by a man who said his name was 
Woodruff and that he had invented a sleep- 
-ing car. He had-a model of his invention 
with him in a green baize bag. This he ex- 
hibited to the young railroad man, who was 
quick to recognize its value. An arrange- 
ment was made to meet at Altoona the fol- 
lowing week, when the matter was brought 
to the attention of Col. Scott. Col. Scott 
was equally prompt to see the merit of the 
invention, and at once made arrangemients 
to have two trial cars built for use of the 
Pennsylvania railroad. The story of this 
noteworthy event was told to the present 
writer by Mr. Woodruff himself a few years 
~ before he was killed at a railway crossing. 
It has also been told by Mr. Carnegie, as fol- 
* Before leaving Altoona Mr. Woodruff 
offered me an interest in the venture, which 
I promptly accepted. Bot how I was to 
make the payments troubled me, for the cars 
were to be paid for in monthly installments 
after delivery, and my first monthly payment 
was to be $217.50. I had not the money and 
I did not see any way of getting it. ButI 
finally decided to visit the local banker and 
ask him for a loan, pledging myself to repay 
at the rate of $15 a month. He promptly 
granted it. Never shall I forget his putting 
his hand on my shoulder and saying: ‘ O, yes, 
Andy; you are all fight.’ I then and there 
signed my first note. My subsequent pay- 
ments were made by receipts from the sleep- 
ing cars, and I really made my first consider- 


_ able sum from this investment in the Wood-- 
' puff Sleeping company, which was afterward 


Pullman.” 


This trustful banker was the late Mr. Lloyd 
of Altoona. Mr. Carnegie’s profit from the 
venture was some $200,000. Yet he now 
holds that “ pioneering don’t pay.” Times, 
perhaps, as well as men, have changed. At 
any rate, Mr. Carnegie asserts that they 
have; and for this reason he has always dis- 
couraged his friends from similar ventures, 
and invariably refused to follow Mr. Lloyd's 
helpful example. Despite Mr. Carnegie’s 
large gifts to public institutions, of which the 
world is constantly reading, he has long 
made it a rule to refuse financial aid to indi- 
viduals. In this he makes no exception, 


however friendly his persona! relations may 


be with applicants or however pressing their 
need. In this way he encourages self-help.

Fresh Avenues of Wealth.. 


With this capital young Carnegie was now 
well on the road to fortune. Supremely con- 
fident in himself, he at once cast about for 
freah avenues to wealth. The dual character 
of the star spangled Scotchman, as he came 
later to be called, is welt exemplified here, 
With the inherent caution of the Celt, he re- 
tained his position on the railroad, and its 
salary of $1,000 or $1,200 a year. With the 
acquired recklessness of the American, he 
invested $40,000 in a company formed for the 
development of an untried piece of oil land. 
But he did not put all his eggs in. one basket, 
and thankful he soon was that he kept some 
out, for the prospects of of] grew dim, and 
the discouraged specuilator sought in vain 
for some one to relieve him of his invest- 
ment. Finally he founda purchaser for one- 
third of his holdings, and he was glad to take 
$3,000 for it. This was equa! to a loss of $31,- 
000 out of the $40,000; but he was unable to 
sell the rest of his stock at any price. So, 
pocketing his disappointmen: as best he 
could, he went to Bngland for a holiday, and 
during his absence the company: struck oll, 
making his share worth a quarter of a mil- 
Hon. This was the profit he made on it. A 
similar accident happened to a Californian, 
and he )was known as Lucky Baldwin for- 
ever after. . 


Instinet for 


In those days railway employés were not 


always required to give their whole timeand 
undivided attention to their duties, and Car- 
negie’s instinct for a money ymaking opening 
was never asleep. He was always 4 keen 
observer of his fellow-workmen; and the 
special ability in emergencies of two ofthese 
men, named Piper and Schiffier, especially 
in their work on bridges, attracted his atten- 
tion. He accordingly arranged with them 


' to join him in a small company for building 


bridges, and the Keystone Bridge company 
was organized. This was about 1863. Some 
years before this Thomas Carnegie had be- 
come interested in iron works, as will be 
related, and there had been talks between 
the brothers concerning the use of iron in 
bridges. As a result of these telks Andrew 
Carnegie organized a rolling plant known as 
the Cylops mill for the.production of struc- 
tural iron, with a special view to its use in 
railway bridges. In this enterprise the ever 
heipful Scott associated himself. But the 
speculation was an unfortunate one; and 
after six or nine months’ operation of the 
mill at a ‘oss Andrew Carnegie turned to 
his brother for help out of his bad invest- 
memi.. This is where the brothers came to- 


gether in a partnership out of which was to ~ 
#vow the giant fron and steel business with

The story of this great corporation has 
often been told, but rarely correctly. Somo 
day a book will be written about it. The 
subject.is worth it. Here is possible only the 
briefest outline of that part of it bearing on 
the rise of Andrew Carnegie. 


Beginnings of Steel Firm. 


A little forge and biackémith’s shop in 
Duquesne borough, now a part of Alle- 
gheny, was the insignificant acorn from 
which the huge Carnegie-Phipps oak grew. 
In it worked a pushful, resourceful man 
named Andrew Kloman. There wag nathing 
in the shop he could not do with his.own 
hands. In 1850 or 1860 Mr. Phipps—“‘ Harry ”’ 
Phipps, as he is lovingly Known in Pittsburg 
—became his partner, and the acorn pushed 
up a tiny green shoot into the workaday 
world. The young plant flourished, and a 
year or £0 later a new partnership was 
formed, including Thomas M. Carnegie, 
Thomas M. Miller, and one or two others. 
The new firm now built ‘a small mil! and 
forge at Twenty-ninth &treet, Pittsburg, 
afterward the Twenty-ninth street mill of 
the Carnegie company. In the course of 
time one or two of the junior partners died, 
and others, under some sort of an iron- 
clad agreement, were put out, leaving Phipps 
and the younger Carnegie in control.” An- 
drew Carnegie had nothing to do with it. 
From the first the enterprise was success- 
ful, and after the weeding out of incom- 
petents it grew by leaps and bounds. Tom 
Carnegie and Harry Phipps proved ideal 
partners. Both were men of great power, 
and their forces were so harmonious that 
each supplemented and rounded out the 
faculties of the other. Tom Carnegie in par- 
tichlar knew the detail of every practical 
part of the business.’ Phipps had the broad 


view of the commercial field that afterward 


did so much to put the firm of Carnegie, 
Phipps’ & Co. into the leadership of the steel 
industry of America. Both were men of 
magnetic personality; and despite their 
gréat success they never made an enemy. 
Today, sixteen years after his death, the 
old associates of Tom Carnegie revere his 
memory beyond that of any of the great 
men who have passed from their circle into 
the silence. Phipps still has first place 
among the living in the heart of Pittsburg, 


as he will have In tite bistory when that 


comes to be 


Always Ahead. 

In 1865, more than five years after the 
founding of the Carnegie plant, Andrew 
Carnegie, having failed with his Cyclops 
mill, proposed to his brother and Phipps a 
combination of interests that should relieve 
him of his unsuccessful rolling mill. Young. 
Carnegie and Phipps understood the 
iron business and felt that they could make 
a@ success of the combination, especially if 
capital were forthcoming. So a unlon 
of interests was effected in April, and the 
Union Iron Mille company was the resuit. 
The new concern thus inherited the brains 
and technical skill that had made successful 
the firm of Kloman & Phipps. It was now 
quickened fpto aggressive activity by the 
financial strength of Andrew Carnegie, with 
the golden laurels cf his Woodruff and oll 
victories upon him.

| “THE REAL ANDREW CARNEGIE.” BY J. H. BRIDGES. 


The True Story of the Causes of His Success, as Told by His Literary Secretary. 


It has been chara ‘teristic of Andrew Car- 
negle from the earlicet days that he used 
every fresh elevation for » look ahead and 
beyond. The success of the Union tron 
mills soon tempted him to new ventures 
‘The times were never so popitious. The 
great west was opening up, and ratlroads 
were being plannei 43 never before.

Profitableness of Pioneering. 
Again was shown the profitableness of pio- 
neering; again was demonstrated the for- 
tunate outcome of a new venture. So it 
went on. Every industrial height reached 
gave a wider horizon to the young pioneers, 


of whom the elder of the Carnegie brothers 


had come to be recognized asa leader. His 


was the speculative tnstinct, as well as most 


of the financial strength; but he was ably 
seconded by his brother and the other part- 
ners. As fast as profits were made they 
were invested in mines, coke ovens, and 
plants for the utilization of products. In 
“them all Andrew Carnegie made it a rule 
‘to own at least 51 per cent, and saw that the 
remaining 49 came only into the possession 
of the ablest practical associates. Thé ma- 
jority interest represented headship, with 
its honors and prominence; the minority 
stood for the technical skill, the power to 
work, to achieve results, to convert crude 
stuff into steel ingots, rails, bridges, struc- 
tural iron, and armor plate, to organize and 
direct arniies of: laborers, to ‘Invent new 
machines and 
cheaper methods. Relfeved from the detail 
of management, the elder Carnegie could 
take a broad view,of the industrial field, let 
his fertile tmagination .crystallize into far 
reaching combinations for the economical 
assembling of raw material, the develop- 
ment of new markets for ever increasing 
products, the negotiation of advantageous 
terms of cotperation with other manufac- 
turers, or the devising of measures to defeat 
rivalry. Here is where his genius developed. 
._Here was a field for the free play of forces 
that had long been maturing. The master- 
ful spirit developed by uninterrupted suc- 
cess, the Ingenuity fostered by early priva- 
tions, the intimate knowledge of markets 
acquired on the railroad, the diplomatic 
training of the self-made man, all combined 
with the practical knowledge, organizing 
capacity, and inventfvé genits of Carnegtie’s 
partners to bulld up a business machine so 
compact and efficient as to place it beyond 
the reach of competition. 


Genius-in Choosing Men. 


'. he greatest single contribution to the 


success of the giant organization which bears 
his name was Carnegie’s genius for the selec- 
tion of men, though in this tie but equaled his 
brother, who died young. “But his brother 
left to every man his own individuality. 
Andrew Carnegie assimilates the best of 
every one he touches. He absorbs other peo- 
ple as certain of the amzbe absorb each 
other—by contact; so that one never learns 
the true character of any man who Is closely 
associated with Mr. Carnegie. If he is 
strong, his strength seems to become part of 
Carnegie. If he‘is weak—but there! Car- 
negie never has weak. men about him. That 
is one cause of his suceess. He has jocularly 
written as his own epitaph: Here-lies a man 
who could get cleverer men to work for him. 
He has grown great by this selective facul- 
ty, this instinct; and he never makes a mis- 
take. Never? Yes, never, if we exclude a 
bogus lord; but that was not in the line of 
business, 


Knows Little of Business. 

This explains why Andrew Carnegie, 
though head of a great and successful busi- 
ness, could yet know so little of the details 
of that business.. In commercial circles it 
is considered axiomatic that to direct a 
huge manufacturing concern to prosperity 
@ man must understand it in every part. 
‘Mr. Carnegie knows less about iron and 
steel than any junior chemist in his labora- 
tory. He despises: details, as fit only for 
the salaried specialist. An amusing instance 
of his ignorance of the mechanical prop- 
erties of steel is. often laughingly given 
by himself. The firm was engaged on a 
government contract, and, as is usual in 
such cases, an army or navy officer was on 
duty at the mill to see that the work was 
turned out aecording to specification. One 
day, while walking in- Pittsburg with one of 
his partners, Mr. Carnegie was accosted by 
this officer.” “ By the way, Mr. Carnegie,” 
said he, “they tell me atthe office that 
they cannot guarantee more than 20,000 
modulus of elasticity In that material for 
the bridge. I must Mave at least 25,000.” 
replied Mr. Car- 
negie, gravely. “*W@scafiiet possibly ac- 
cept less,’ said the officer; and/he began to 
state his reasons technically. Yes, yes, I 
know,” interrupted Mr. Carnegie quickly. 
“T'll see that you get the full 25,000. Good 
day!” As soon as they were out of earshot, 
Mr. egie turned to his companion and 
asked, What on earth is a modulus of 
elasticity?’ The partmer, learned in other 
things, confessed that he did not know. 
Presently they met Mr. Lauder. “ Dod,” 
said Mr. Carnegie to his cousin, “ for the 
love of heaven tell us what is a modulus of 
elasticity.”” And then Mr. Carnegie learned 
for the first time how the tensile strength 
of steel is ascertained, . 

But the modulus of human elasticity he 
knew by instinct. No one ever had to tell 
him how to ascertain the tensile strength of 
@ man, the point to which he would stretch 
while preserving a uniform diameter. To 
Andrew Carnegie the molecular construction 
of human character, its resistance to pres- 
sure, and its final fracture point were known 
in the mysterious way in which fledglings 
find their nest. . Behind the luck that gave 
him his first capital was an innate power to 
seize upon the weaknesses and utilize the 
strength of the men with whom he was 
thrown. The moral specific gravity,of every 
mar was known to him instinctively, and he 
built up a mighty organization with the 
human atoms his instinet selected: This is 
the secret of his success. This i what has 
made him rich, and he can no more teach 
the trick to the students he sometimes inun- 
dates with advice than these could acquire 
the homing instinct by eating pigeon pie. 


Becomes a Philanthropist. 


If this were the simple story of the Car- 
negie millions there would be much to tell 
of the further development of the great steel 
business out of which they grew—the acquisi- 
tion of the mammoth works at Homestead, 
and the historic struggie with the workmen's 
unions; of the great coal mines and coking 
plants; of the Mesaba fron mines and their 
romantic capture; of the ore fleet on the 
lakes; of the strategic flanking movement 


by -which the Carnegie comfankupebeat the 


railroads and secured their own line; and 
finally of the greates: bluff tn history, when 
the stee! trust put the riches of a principality 
into the hands of the little Scotchman whoa 
few years before had been stoking a donkey 
engine in a Pittsburg cellar. But with the 
completion of the Edgar Thomson works et 
Braddock the story of the Carnegie millions 


ceases. to be the biography of the millionaire. 


They grew as a thing apart, having less todo 
with Andrew Carnegie, except in the merely 
incidental matter of percentages, than with 
his brother “ Tom," or “ Harry" Phipps, 
or “John” Walker,“ Bill”. Jones, or 
“ Harry ” Frick, or any other of the great 
specialists who jointly owned a fraction less. 
than half the stéck of the companies and) 
helped the generous tariff laws of the United’ 


cess. 


_ Rapid Growth in Wealth. 

To bring the etory of these millions up te 
date—for after all they are the most inter- 
esting part of Mr: Carnegie—it may be 
stated.that tin 1884 there were about Sftem 
of them. This was Mr. Carnegie’s own esti- 
mate... The showing was not bad for one 
who hed inherited from his parents nothing 


‘but a rich Scotch accent and a willingness 
‘to play for big stakes. Sixteen years later 


they had increased twentyfold, mainly by 
sheer luck—the same sort of bithd chance 
as that which so greatly multiplied the oll 
investment. In 1900 Carnegie sold to W.. H. 
Moore of Chicago an option on all hés inter- 
ests, with control of all the great works, 
mines, railroads, and steamers. Nominaliy 


_ this privilege. was bought by his parthers, 


Messrs. Phipps and Frick, because Mr; Car- 
megie did not want it known that he was 
willing to sell to an outsider.

trust wae bluffed into giving %200,000,000 
more for the Carnegie properties than Moore 
would have had to pay under the Phipps- 
Frick option! 

As Carnegie’s share in the properties ex- 
ceeded 50 per cent, his wealth was thus in- 
creased by over $100,000,000 In a single day. 
The luck which gave the penniless youths 
fortune out of another's invention; that 
saved him from sacrificing his oll interests; 
that. gave him a brother whose experience 
and capacity enabled him to pluck victory 
out of defeat in the fron business, staid 
with him to the end. And how he feels In 
his heart about his success is shown by the 
fact that on the advance proofs of an adule- 
tory magazine article concerning himself he 
wrote, in his own hand, the statement that 
after the final interview Mr. Morgan took 
him by the hand and said: “ Mr: Carnegie, 


Worth About $275,000, 000. 


When Mr. Carnegie was a comparatively 


poor man with not more than $15,000,000) or —- 


$20,000,000, he one day pointed out the late 
W. H. Vanderbilt, who was walking down 
the opposite side of the street. “‘ There goes 
the richest man in the world,” he said; “ amd 
I would not exchange my knowledge - of 
Shakspeare for all his wealth.” If that is 
really so,' words are inadequate to describe 
the present self-satisfaction of the mAs 
equally capable of expressing sfch senti- 
ments and of making such an addition as 
that quoted to a magazine article already 
bulging with adulation. 

While not the richest man in the world, 
Mr. Carnegie, by this successful coup; be 
came one of half a dozen of the richést men, 
As nearly as he can figure it ott for himself 
his wealth amounts to $275,000,000.. This 
includes present premium on his bonds and 
certain millions given away but not yet 
paid over, the income of which is still flow. 
ing into the Carnegie coffers, | 

This ‘*‘ miserable hoard of dollars,” as he 
cals it, is ever groWing bigger. Carnegie 
himeelf cannot help it; and a relative is 
authority-for the statement that. his nights 
are made sleepless with anxiety and his 
days filled with care because of this alarm- 
ing condi tian. Ané@ it is truly most seriots 
for one almost a septuagenarian holding his 
views of the disgrace of dying ‘rich. He 
gives $10,000,000 to Scotland and makes 
$20,000,000 over night. He g-vee $56,000,000 
to New York and his bonds forthwith: rise 
in the market and give him back his endow= 
ment with usury. He spende a king's ran- 
gom on a beneficiary fund, and reads the 
same day that the premtum on his invest 
ments has reached a. new level, giving him’ 
100 per cent more than his own gift. *The 
total of all his gifts to Mbraries, Sootech 
universities, Carnegie institute, 
Fund for Workmen, and every other pubiic 
thing he has ever heiped does not amount 
to three years’ income, supplemented by 
the present premium on his investments; 
so that if it really be a disgrace to die rich 
Mr. Carnegie is in mortal danger of being 
stripped of every shred of honorable ¢coi- 
elderation among his fellows.

Stigma of His_“* Disgrace.” 

-The stigma of this “ disgrace,”’ expressed 
in auriferous figures, has a still more dis- 
quieting aspect when thrown into that sta- 
tistical shape which Mr. Carnegie affects. 
If he were to receive in single dollars the in- 
come with which his adopted country is re- 
warding his exuberant loyalty, he would 
have to spend eight hours a day taking them 
in as fast as his fellow citizens, “* born free 
and equal,” could ‘pass through a turnefile, 
Every breath he draws, sieeping or waking, 
represents one day’s work of a farm laborer. 
His “ disgrace’’ pours in upon him at thg 
rate of over 50 cents a second, $34 a minute, 
$2,000 an hour, $48,000 a day, $236,000 a week, 
and a miliionandahailfamonth. Rarely has 
the world seen such “ disgrace" heaped on 
“ @isgrace.”” If he had to carry it to the 
bank himself he would be unable to do any- 
thing else, for {ft would weigh over four 
tons a day. If he received it In gold tt 
would amount 40 more than his own 
weight. If in dollar bills he could plasteran 
acre lot with them, and in the course of @ 
year they would make a continuous trip 
from New York, across New Jersey, Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, lowa, and 
Nebraska to Denver, in Colorado; ér from 
London through southern England, across 
the channel, through France, Switzerland, 
Italy, Austria, to Turkey through Servia, 
Roumania, and some other kingdoms of the 
same sort through Asia Minor and beyond 
the Euphrates to where Adam and Eve pre- 
empted the first government iand. If his 
total wealth were thus spread out to the 
admiring gaze of his fellows. it would almost 
girdle the earth—a wondrous spectacle of 
one man’s “ disgrace.” Let us not contem- 
plateit further.

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MAN’S LOVE

So Declares Belgian Scientist Who 
Analyzed the 


Passion. 


R. PAULHAN, the Belgian scientist, 
who has been analyzing love much as 

botanist analyzes the parte of a 

flower into stamens, pistils, petals, 

sepals, 

of the unknowable mysteries and attractions 
of Mme. de Staé#i’s grande passion. 

He dsagrees with Montaigne, who said in 
anessay: “If any one should importune me 
© Bive @ reason why I loved him, I feel it 
could be no otherwise expressed than by 
Making answer, Because it was he, because 
tt was I. Beyond what I am able to say 
there is I know not what inexplicable and 
inevitable pbwer thatrought on this union.”’ 

M.-Paulhan is not mystified by his love. 
He knows how to dissect it. In the friend- 
ship or esteem which people experience for 
& certain person he says there can be dis- 
tinguished as articular elements the im- 
pression which was produced upon us by this 
or that fact of the person or by the reading 
of one of his works. In the admiration 
felt for a writer a person can easily dis- 
tinguish the particular impression that any 
particular page of his works made or any 
certain quality of his imagination, of his in- 
telligence, or of his style. 

In love the impression produced by some 
perteuies qualities of the person loved or 

y some particular event tn which he or she 
played some role can be recalled. In this 
way what part this or that quality plays or 
Ee erenee plays in the whole can be no- 


How to Analyze Love. 


‘A good way of analyzing love is to observe 
that the images and even the abstract ideas 
Which accompany it all have an emotional 
bias which is easy to recognize, and that, 
this emotional tendency accompanies even 
the ideas which are not represented to the 
consciousness save by extremely vague ab- 
stract ideas. 

Thus,"’ eays M. Paulhan, “if I seek to 
revive in myself the impression of such and 
such a walk in the fields I must waken in 
me the vague, abstract colorless images: 
ai the same time a certain collection of emo- 
tions are produced in me in connection with 
these images.”” 

"UVhfortunately, the important things to be 
noted are rarely observeil by sweethearts. 
They write letters and fill them with ex- 
pressions of all sorts of exalted or d 
emotions, caprice, and affection, but they 
ao not tell their states of feeling in a way 
that enables the scientist to dissect their 
true state of being. They aré not minute 
enough nor precise enorgh. The scientist 
is obliged to make interpretations of what 
their words signify, and in a certain degree 
to divine the condition of their minds. 

In a certain general way the side purely 
sensual and the side intellectual, so to speak, 
are easily recognized in love and passion. 
Again the passion reveals its complex 
character by the alterations that it under- 
goes. . This is likely to escape the ‘notice 
of the people who are in love, but if it does 
not escape them it is easy of detection. 


Effects of Stormy Passion. 


hy When we experience a strong passion we 
feel our heart throbbing and our breathing 
is quickened or repressed, and other charac- 
teristic sensations which are faniiliar to 
every sweetheart, but the passion is e of’ 
these details nor is it the collection of all to- 
gether,”’ says M. Paulthan. ‘ It seems to be 
the impression made by the relations between 
them all. 

"Every idea, every circumstance, every 
Slightest occurrence that takes place—in a 


,word, every association with the growth of 


the love, modifies its development and mod- 
iies the passion itself. And the whole 
changes with these changing circumstances. 


But there are no two alike. The

Man is not in love generally at 4) years the: 
Same way that he was in love at 18 years 
of age. 

This is so well known that it scarcely needs 
proof. it requires more to arouse the pas- 
sions of the 30 or 40 year old than it does to 
rouse the feelings of a stripling. The strip- 
ling is head over heels in love and steeped 
with infatuation over every petticoat that he 
sees on the street. 
¥There is a great difference. between the 
passions of the two sexes. The passion of 
the woman shows a remarkable difference 
in color, in timbre, from that of the mdn, and 
this difference is manifested in the means 
adopted for satisfying it. Each follows the 
particular tendency of its.sex. There-is a 
capital difference here which is not at all 
understood by the generality of novelists. 

Man is often brutal, violent. He falls in 
love with the first woman he meets and 
brooks no resistance or rejections. If she’ 
Goes not prove easy to win he ill uses her, 
kills her. 


Woman’s Many Weapons. 

Woman has recourse rather to her charms. 
and to her coquetries, She does not neglect, 
any of the weapons which are at her disposal, 
but she never uses either brutality or force. 
At the most she responds in irony or a tone 
of injury to the disdain which shocks her 
and the scorn which torments her. 

Again there are general modifications of 
love in certain maladies. Epilepsy, genera] 
paralysis, and other disorders impart each a 
certain individual coloring of their own to 
the emotions which are experienced. 

Finally the physiological constitution or. 
temperament affects love. Physiology has 
mot given sufficient data for satisfactory . 
theories on this point. The doctrine of the 
temperameniits, says Dr. Ribot, is as oldvas 
mé@dicine itself, but it is always criticised. 
If the question of temperament cou!d be- 
come scientific the problem of personality 
would be simplified. 

Certain persons produce extremely com- 
plex impressions upon us. Are we in love 
with them or are we not? We feel a certain 
sympathy for them. We feel esteem for 
tome trait of their character while simul- 
taneously experiencing a repulsion for cer- 
tain other phases of their character. Ac- 
cording as the balance leans to the side of 
sympathy or antipathy or again as it does 
not lean appreciably to the one side or the 
other we say that this or that person pleases 
or displeases us, or that we are indifferent 
to him or her.

The specta- 
tor sees no bloddshed, watches 
none of the heroles*that usually 
form the sum and substance of 
the tragic drama, and.yet he 
ledves ‘the theater weighed down 
by a seriousness such as few plays, classic 
or modern, éver engender. ae 

It is the seriousness that arises not’ from 
viewing scenes of suffering, of grief, of 
heroism, or of death but that which comes 
from contemplating the unseen - sacrifice 
made by one whom educatiqn and senti- 


ment have taught us to regard as a being 
more than hurran. It is a curious psycho- 


logical etudy the effect produced by this 
play presents. We sit and watch persons 
who interést us not because of what they

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MIGRATORY BIRDS 
AID RICE GROWERS 


OR the first time since rice growing has 
beén an ‘in@ustry. the southern 
states the birds that frequent the rice 
fields are to be protected this year. 
The rice planters hitherto have re- 

ed the blackbirds, mourning doves, the 
little blue herons, the meadow larks, and 
other migratory feathered species in the 
light of enemies to their interests, and have 
made concérted war upon them. The United 

States government undértook to show the 

planters the error of their ways, and this 

fall and winter the birds are to be left alone 

_ a View to seeing what the result may 


Late in the fall the great army of mi- 
grating birds reaches the southern winter 
camping ground. The blackbirds in count- 
less thousands flock to the rice fields of 
Louisiana and Texas. The feathered hosts 
reach their foraging ground long before the 
rice planting begins, and of course can do 
no damage to the crops for the simple reason 
that there is no crop at the season of ar- 
rival. The planters, however, have been in 
the habit of employing people to kjl!l the 
blackbirds, so that there. will be fewer of 
the creatures to do damage when the. plant- 
ing begins. 

Recently the government sent two ex- 
perts, Frank Bond and George H. Keeney, 
to the rice fields of Louisiana and Texas to 
study, among other things, the question of 
bird depredations. They found that. the 
rice bird, which is the bobolink of the'north 
and which goes such tremendous damage in 
the Carolinas, appears only rarely in the 
rice regions along the gulf. This bird, whieh 
is undoubtedly injurious to the planters’ 
interests, was thérefore eliminated from the 
problem as far as Louisiana and Texas were 
concerned. However, the blackbirds and 
the others named in this article were present 
in vast numbers, and a systematic study 
was made of their habits in the field. 

In haryesting, more or less rice falls to 
the ground. This seed is Iost, but it grows 
up the next year as a volunteer plant and 
produces red rice, which is unmarketable 
and which chokes the.good grain. The gov- 
ernment. experts found that the blackbirds, 
the mourning doves, and the other migrants 
fed on this red rice all through the fall and 
winter and destroyed incalculable quanti- 
ties of it, thereby making it possible to 
secure harvests of good rice from the fields 
during the next season, 
These experts. showed the ap- 
parently to the latter's satisfaction, that the 
good which the birds do during the fall and 
winter greatly overbalances the evil that 
they do during the planting season.

Maybe 
you are in the midst of a diet which cannot be suddenly 
changed. Even worse, you may have entered an institution 
for the reduction of flesh, pledged to remain a certain length 
of time; and in your way of living there is a certain number 
of things which must be done daily, and which, they say, will 
reduce you rapidly. 


‘Banting Method. 


There. is a famous reduction method which is called the 


starvation method. It was started by Dr. Banting, who re- 
duced his weight 100 pounds in a short time, and who kept 
himself thin to the day of his death, although he was at one 
time the fattest man in the world. 

The starvation cure is one that can be taken up by any 
person. It is, as its name implies, the going without food, and 


you must eat as little as you possibly can and live. The per- 


son is kept hungry all the time, and, the stomach is kept 
empty. “When it is actually in a state of suffering, a little 
food is given, and this is continued until the person tips the 
scales at the desired weight. 

There is another reduction method and this is the Russian 
method. It consists wholly of violent exercise. The patient is 
made to plunge into icy baths twice a day, and once in the 
bath must swim to a certain spot in order to regain footing 
again. The Russian patient is compefled to drive fiery horses 
and to roll in the grass in the summer and snowball in the 
winter. She is put through the most vigorous outdoor ex-

And, by the way, there is a reduction method whieh is 
practiced in every country, and which depends for its virtue 
wholly upon the taking of medicine. It is a sure one, for it 
reduces in every case, but it is not every constitution that can 


-bear_it. Foods are rushed through the system, and another 


set of medicines is given by which all the fat forming. foods 
are destroyed as soon as they are taken into the stomach. 
The patient actually suffers from the lack of fatty foods, and 
often she comes out of the treatment not only thin but weak. 
There is no virtue in reducing if you are going to weaken 
yourself, for you will find that you immediately have to take 


+ strengthening foods, and so you get fat again right away, 


In reducing it must be remembered that discretion is the 
better part of the valorous-treatment. The system requires 
a certain amount of fat and a certain amount of sweets, 


Without these the body cannot thrive. Old people crave | 


sweets and so do children. They need sugars for muscle 
building. <A child will grow sickly if he is not given plenty of 
sugars and sirups of the pure variety. And an old woman of 
80 will be as fond of sugar as her grandchild of 8. So in re- 
ducing you must not deprive yourself of sugars nor of fats. 
You can eat starchy foods, for these also are necessary, but

Similarly, if you wiah a view of a man throwing himself 
down from a lofty tower, you have only to photograph him 
first against a white background, and aftefwarde print him 
head downwards upon a negative of the scene you have select- 
ed for your picture, The system does not vary, although its 
applications are infinite.
